IN accordance with the national decree establishing general 
measures as of August 29, 2023, and outlining regulations 
regarding the right to speech therapy, starting from September 
2, 2023, logopedic services have been included in the coverage 
of AZV health insurance. This is a significant benefit for both 
children and adults. This means that if your family doctor or 
specialist deems it necessary, they can refer you for treatment 
with a speech therapist. Logopedic therapy aims to recover, 
improve, or maintain the functioning of hearing, speech, or 
speech-related organs. Additionally, speech therapy can assist 
with speech impediments and difficulties in eating, drinking, 
or swallowing. 


Procedure: 
Your family doctor or specialist (as those authorized to 
prescribe speech twill make the request for treatment with 
the medical advisor of AZV. The medical advisor of AZV can 
approve the request for a maximum of 15 sessions in one year 
of treatment (1 year of treatment = 12 months after the first 
session). In exceptional cases, an additional 10 sessions may 
be granted. 


Treatment: 
Treatment can be requested for conditions such as hearing 
impairment and deterioration of hearing function, voice disor- 
ders, language disorders, reading and writing disorders, artic- 
ulation disorders, nasal sounds, fluency and speech rhythm 
disorders, and abnormal oral behaviors. For example, individ- 
uals with conditions like Parkinson’s disease, autism spectrum 
disorder, or those who have suffered a stroke and need assis- 
tance with speech or swallowing may be eligible for treatment. 


What’s not covered: 
According to AZV regulations, treatment cannot be approved 
if it is unnecessarily expensive, complicated, or ineffective. 
Additionally, therapy for dyslexia, language development 
related to dialects or other languages, and music therapy is 
not covered. 


Personal Contribution: 
For speech therapy, there is a personal contribution of 10% of 
the fee. This 10% contribution is paid directly to the speech 
therapist at each session. Currently, the fee is 75 florins per 
session, lasting 30 minutes. 


Wait Times: 
The expansion of AZV to cover speech therapy is a new 
process that requires careful organization. AZV is working 
closely with speech therapists to ensure the smooth imple- 
mentation of these services. This might mean there could be a 
waiting period of several weeks or months. We kindly request 
the collaboration and patience of all insured individuals during 
this process. 
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ARUBA is facing a significant challenge in the form of Dutch- 
imposed financial oversight measures, as the two nations 
grapple with the intricacies of their relationship within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. The recent developments have 
sparked intense debates regarding autonomy, responsibility, 
and the economic future of this Caribbean island nation. 


The issue revolves around a proposed Dutch law known 
as “RAft,” designed to monitor and control Aruba’s finan- 
cial management. However, a lack of clarity surrounding 
the extent and scope of this oversight has left many unan- 
swered questions. Aruba is concerned about how this law 
could impact its financial sovereignty and self-governance. 
In a letter from State Secretary Alexandra van Huffelen, 
the Netherlands expressed its desire for responsible and 
sustainable financial management on Aruba. This raises 
concerns about the vagueness of the terms and timelines 
associated with this financial oversight. 


Critics argue that, after reviewing various documents, 
including letters sent by State Secretary Alexandra van 
Huffelen to the Dutch Parliament, there is insufficient justi- 
fication for introducing RAft in Aruba. They contend that 
Aruba’s economic development differs significantly from 
other islands in the Kingdom, making such oversight unnec- 
essary. 


What adds complexity to the situation is the perception that 
the Netherlands is attempting to involve itself in matters that 
should be the sole responsibility of Aruba’s Parliament and 
government. Aruba’s leaders have expressed frustration at 
the Netherlands’ insistence on introducing RAft through the 
Rijkswet, considering it a measure against Aruba’s autonomy. 
The Dutch Caribbean Financial Supervision (CAft) has 
pointed out that Aruba must actively manage its financial 
burdens. However, there remains uncertainty about the 
implementation costs of RAft, leaving Aruba in a precarious 
position. If the Dutch authorities proceed without a clear 
timeframe, Aruba could find itself under Dutch oversight 
well into the next century. 


In a letter to the Dutch Parliament, Aruba’s leader stated, 
“The Netherlands has lent a total of 1.17 billion euros to 
the countries in the Caribbean part of the Kingdom. These 
were provided in 2020 and 2021 to HELP Aruba, Curaçao, 
and Sint Maarten cope with the financial IMPACTS of the 


COVID-19 pandemic.,” highlighting the financial support 
provided during the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Aruba argues that what was initially requested was merely a 
form of pressure to involve the autonomous nation. Recent 
reports from CAft demonstrate Aruba’s compliance with its 
obligations and a commitment to repaying its debts. Aruba 
is currently focused on repaying its share of the “corona 
loan,” with an interest rate of 3%, similar to what Curaçao 
and Sint Maarten are paying. 


The situation is further complicated by the Netherlands’ 
decision to provide an additional loan of 600 million guilders 
to Curaçao and Sint Maarten to address the Ennia pension 
fund’s challenges, while Aruba is left to handle its financial 
responsibilities independently. 


This ongoing debate highlights the complexities of Aruba’s 
relationship with the Netherlands and raises questions 
about the extent of autonomy and self-governance within 
the Kingdom. As Aruba strives to protect its economic inde- 
pendence, the coming months will likely see continued 
discussions, negotiations, and decisions that will shape the 
nation’s financial future. 


The question remains: will Aruba’s concerns be addressed, 
or will the Kingdom of the Netherlands assert its financial 
authority over this Caribbean jewel? Only time will tell as 
both sides navigate the intricacies of this unique relation- 
ship within the Kingdom.

Messi’s Inter Miami vs. LAFC Clash 
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IN a strategic move that reflects the growing importance 
of Africa in global commerce, three shipping giants—MSC, 
Maersk, and CMA CGM—are making substantial invest- 
ments in African ports and inland logistics. These efforts 
come as the African market, while highly competitive and 
fragmented, offers immense potential. 


The picturesque coastline of Côte d’Ivoire, adorned with 
long beaches and wind-battered coconut trees, conceals 
not only natural beauty but also two pivotal container ports: 
Abidjan, the bustling economic capital of the country, serving 
a significant part of the landlocked Sahel region, and San 
Pedro, the world’s leading cocoa exporter. In 2022, both of 
these critical infrastructures fell under the control of a single 
operator, the Swiss-Italian company MSC. This monumental 
acquisition occurred after rapid negotiations when the 
world’s largest shipping company acquired the highly profit- 
able African logistics assets of the Bolloré Group for a mere 
€5.7 billion. The deal granted MSC, already managing the 
port of San Pedro, exclusive rights to operate both Abidjan 
terminals, effectively establishing a monopoly on container 
operations in this strategic West African nation. 


Further east in the Gulf of Guinea, in Lomé, Togo, MSC repli- 
cated its success. It now oversees both container terminals 
in this vital hub, catapulting itself to the top position in the 


sub-region. 
This acquisition has transformed the Geneva-based MSC 
group’s standing on the African continent. MSC, together 
with its subsidiaries TIL (Terminals Investment Limited) for 
terminals and Medlog for logistics, employed 8,000 individ- 
uals in Africa. In contrast, Bolloré Africa Logistics (now AGL 
for Africa Global Logistics) boasted 21,000 employees at 
the time of the takeover. This expansion encompasses not 
only Abidjan and Lomé but also extends to cities like Dakar, 
Freetown, and Pointe-Noire. 
MSC has swiftly increased its container terminal count 
from 2 to 18, a crucial development to enhance its vessel 
servicing capacity and control expenses. Additionally, 
the group secured one of the continent’s leading logistics 
networks, which includes essential components like railroads 
connecting Côte d’Ivoire to Burkina Faso—an indispensable 
corridor for the Sahel region. Furthermore, it encompasses 
dozens of dry ports and warehouses, featuring a substantial 
70,000 square meters of dry and cold storage facilities in 
Côte d’Ivoire alone. 


These strategic moves by MSC underscore the growing 
significance of Africa’s maritime and logistics sector and 
illuminate the intense competition unfolding among global 
shipping giants as they vie for dominance on this economi- 
cally vibrant continent. 


Shipping Giants MSC, Maersk, and 
CMA CGM’s Race to Dominate African Markets 
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NESTLED between Ecuador’s inviting Pacific coastline and 
the majestic Andes Mountains, a dynamic scene unfolds 
daily. Men, armed with machetes, maneuver through lush 
plantations that host banana plants reaching twice their 
height. With precision and care, they harvest bunches of 
vibrant green bananas, setting in motion a vital industry 
that extends far beyond the country’s borders. 


These freshly harvested bananas embark on a journey of 
transformation. They make their way to a bustling assembly 
line where meticulous processes unfold. Here, the bananas 
undergo rigorous washing, are accurately weighed, and 
adorned with stickers displaying their destination for eager 
European consumers. At the heart of this operation is Franklin 
Torres, the vigilant owner of the plantation. His watchful eyes 
ensure that every piece of fruit not only adheres to the strin- 
gent international standards of aesthetics but, more criti- 
cally, that each banana is prepared for shipment free from 
any shadow of illicit activity, notably cocaine. 


Ecuador occupies a unique and increasingly complex posi- 
tion on the global stage, where two powerful industries 
converge: bananas and cocaine. This South American 
nation proudly holds the title of the world’s largest exporter 
of bananas, a feat achieved by dispatching approximately 
6.5 million metric tons (7.2 tons) of this beloved fruit annu- 
ally, primarily by sea. Yet, Ecuador finds itself wedged 


geographically between two of the world’s foremost cocaine 
producers, Peru and Colombia. For drug traffickers, the 
innocent-looking containers brimming with bananas have 
become the ideal cover to clandestinely smuggle their illicit 
product. 


This convergence of legitimate commerce and covert crim- 
inal activity presents Ecuador with a multifaceted challenge. 
The country must strike a delicate balance between main- 
taining its reputation as a leading banana exporter, a linchpin 
of its economy, and thwarting the persistent efforts of drug 
traffickers that threaten not only economic stability but 
also its standing in the international community. Ecuador’s 
response involves rigorous monitoring, stringent security 
measures, and a resolute commitment to preserving its dual 
role as a symbol of the global banana trade and a resilient 
defender against the scourge of cocaine smuggling. 


Ecuador’s Dual Role: 


A Banana Exporter’s Battle 
Against Cocaine Smuggling 
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COLOMBIA’S President Gustavo Petro has declared his 
government’s intention to renegotiate a trade agreement 
with the United States, aiming to bring significant benefits 
to the South American nation’s agriculture sector. President 
Petro made this announcement during an event with coffee 
farmers in the southern Huila province. 


According to President Petro, the existing US-Colombia Free 
Trade Agreement (FTA) imposes restrictions that hinder the 
Colombian government’s ability to implement policies that 
would stimulate job growth within the agriculture sector. 
Petro cited the example of corn production, explaining that 
Colombia currently imports all of its corn. If the govern- 
ment were to promote domestic corn production, it could 
potentially create approximately 1.2 million additional jobs. 
However, the existing FTA with the United States prevents 
such a policy shift. 


This announcement follows earlier discussions between the 
Petro administration and the government of US President 
Joe Biden about the need to “revise” the bilateral treaty. In 
March, US Secretary of State Antony Blinken expressed the 
aim of ensuring that Colombian farmers, textile producers, 
and other small- and medium-sized rural businesses could 
effectively access global markets. 


Despite these discussions, significant progress in the revi- 
sion talks has yet to be achieved. Renegotiating a new trade 
deal could prove to be an intricate task, as pointed out by 
former Colombian Trade Minister Jose Manuel Restrepo. 
Both the US Congress and the Colombian Congress would 
need to ratify any new bilateral trade agreements, adding 
complexity to the process. 


Notably, international trade has not been a primary focus in 
Washington, and President Petro faces challenges in gaining 
unconditional congressional support in Bogota. However, 
Petro’s determination to pursue this renegotiation stems 
from the profound impact of the existing FTA on Colombia’s 
rural areas, where millions of people rely on agricultural 
employment. Additionally, concerns for the environment and 
a desire to transition away from being primarily an oil, coal, 
and cocaine-producing nation have fueled Petro’s determi- 
nation to explore alternative economic avenues. 


As President Petro emphasizes the importance of shifting 
the focus from extraction to production and revitalizing 
Colombia’s agriculture sector, this move to renegotiate the 
trade agreement with the United States underscores the 
nation’s commitment to charting a new economic course 
that benefits its citizens and safeguards its environment. 


Colombian President Seeks to Renegotiate 
US Trade Deal to Bolster Agriculture Sector 
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THE annual Burning Man festival in Nevada’s Black Rock 
Desert faced unexpected challenges this year, prompting 
the CEO of the nonprofit Burning Man Project, Marian 
Goodell, to reassure attendees and the public alike. Despite 
a reported attendance of over 70,000, the festival found 
itself contending with adverse weather conditions, road 
closures, muddy campgrounds, and even a reported death, 
all of which cast a shadow over the event. 


Goodell remained resolute, stating that there was “no 
cause for panic” and characterizing the intense attention 
surrounding the festival as unnecessary. She emphasized 
that organizers had declined assistance from the Nevada 
National Guard, firmly asserting that this was not an evacu- 
ation situation, as the water was gradually receding. 


However, the challenges posed by Mother Nature did affect 
some of the festival’s iconic traditions. The annual burning 
of the 40-foot wooden man, which usually takes place on the 
last Saturday night of the event, was postponed due to the 
unfavorable weather conditions. This decision, made late on 
Sunday evening, led to rescheduling the event for Monday 
night at 9 p.m., which may affect the traditional exodus of 
festivalgoers. 


Throughout the weekend, festival attendees were initially 
advised to “shelter in place” and conserve essential 
resources like food and water. However, the interpretation 
of this guidance appeared to evolve, with many choosing 
to continue partying amidst the mud-soaked grounds. 
Social media platforms were awash with videos of festival- 


goers dancing and making the best of the situation. Some 
observers from outside the festival expressed mixed senti- 
ments, highlighting the unexpected challenges faced by 
participants. 


The adverse weather conditions were attributed to a fall-like 
low-pressure system off Northern California, with federal 
forecasters predicting a 70% chance of rain in the area 
around Gerlach, the nearest town. A flood watch was also in 
effect for a significant portion of northern Nevada, according 
to the National Weather Service. 


The festival’s challenges extended to transportation, as all 
inbound and outbound traffic remained generally prohibited 
on Sunday. Roads became virtually impassable, and only 
four-wheel-drive vehicles with off-road tires were reported 
to be capable of navigating the treacherous conditions. 
The reported death at the festival site, situated on a sprawling 
3,900-acre desert expanse, remains under investigation by 
local authorities, with the cause yet to be determined. 


Burning Man, an event that has traditionally attracted tech 
industry CEOs and Hollywood celebrities, faced these unex- 
pected hurdles despite its ticket prices starting at $575, with 
additional costs for vehicle passes. The festival’s history 
dates back to 1986 when it began on Baker Beach in San 
Francisco before relocating to the Nevada desert in 1991. 
Despite the trials faced this year, CEO Marian Goodell remains 
steadfast, asserting that this challenging experience will not 
mark the end of Burning Man but rather serve to strengthen 
its enduring spirit. 


Challenging Conditions at Burning Man 
Festival Prompt CEO’s Reassurance 
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AS winter enthusiasts eagerly anticipate the return of snow- 
covered slopes, a pressing concern looms over Europe’s 
ski resorts. The question of how swiftly climate change will 
impact these iconic destinations has stirred controversy. A 
recent scientific study, co-authored by researchers primarily 
from the French National Research Institute for Agriculture, 
Food, and the Environment (INRAE) and Météo-France, aims 
to shed light on this matter. Published in the journal Nature 
Climate Change, the study does not provide an exact time- 
line but instead models the potential consequences for 
Europe’s mountain regions under various global warming 
scenarios, ranging up to a 4°C increase compared to the 
pre-industrial era. 


Hugues François, a specialist in regional planning from INRAE 
and Grenoble Alpes University, emphasized the study’s 
intention to move beyond the divisive debate surrounding 
climate change impacts on ski resorts. The research aims to 
foster a transition towards a different economic model while 
avoiding disruption. Regardless of the scenario considered, 
the central concern is the “speed of retreat” of the snow- 
pack. 


The study’s findings paint a sobering picture. With a 1.5°C 
temperature increase, approximately 32% of Europe’s 2,234 


ski resorts face a “very high risk” of experiencing snow short- 
ages. This assessment is based on historical data, specifi- 
cally the 20% of years with the least favorable natural snow 
conditions during the 1961-1990 reference period. At a 2°C 
temperature increase, this risk climbs to 53% of resorts. 


The situation becomes even direr at 3°C, affecting 91% of 
ski resorts, and at 4°C, a staggering 98% of these winter 
destinations are under threat. While artificial snow offers 
some respite, its efficacy varies depending on the coverage 
rate chosen. At a 75% coverage rate, the risk still looms 
large, affecting 57% of resorts at 3°C or 74% at 4°C. 


The study’s comprehensive analysis considers multiple 
factors, including the frequency of snow-poor winters 
and the altitude and orientation of slopes. For France, the 
results are particularly telling, as they indicate a significant 
decline in snow cover at altitudes around 1,400 meters. 
This suggests a markedly different future for mid-mountain 
resorts compared to their high-altitude counterparts. 


As the study underscores the vulnerabilities of ski resorts 
to the rapidly changing climate, it amplifies the urgency for 
proactive measures to mitigate the impact of global warming 
on these cherished winter destinations across Europe. 


European Ski Resorts Facing Imminent 
Threats From Global Warming, Study Reveals

• Spirituality: Spirituality doesn’t require membership in a 
religious institution. It can be pursued outside of formal reli- 
gious settings, often through meditation, contemplation, or 
seeking personal meaning and purpose. 


3. Dogma vs. Openness: 
• Religion: Religions often have well-defined dogmas, scrip- 
tures, and teachings that followers are expected to adhere 
to. There may be religious authorities who interpret these 
teachings and enforce orthodoxy. 
• Spirituality: Spirituality tends to be more open-ended 


and adaptable. It allows individuals to explore their beliefs 
and experiences without strict adherence to a particular 
doctrine. 


4. Community vs. Individualism: 
• Religion: Religions typically foster a sense of commu- 
nity among their followers. People of the same faith come 
together for worship, ceremonies, and various social activi- 
ties. 
• Spirituality: Spirituality can be a highly individual pursuit. 
While people may share similar spiritual beliefs, the emphasis 
is often on personal growth, self-discovery, and one’s unique 
spiritual path. 


5. Goals and Focus: 
• Religion: Religions often have clear goals, such as salva- 
tion, enlightenment, or adherence to moral codes. The focus 
is on following prescribed rituals and beliefs. 
• Spirituality: Spirituality is more about self-realization, 
inner peace, and connecting with a higher power or universal 
truth. The emphasis is on personal growth and the journey 
rather than specific outcomes. 


It’s important to note that these distinctions are not always 
absolute, and there can be overlap between spirituality and 
religion. Some individuals incorporate spiritual practices 
within a religious framework, while others identify as spiri- 
tual but not religious. The choice between spirituality and 
religion often depends on an individual’s personal beliefs, 
experiences, and values. 


The terms “spirituality” and “religion”
